NEVADA TEST SITE <UPI>- 
A one-two punch firing of a pair 
of secret above ground nuclear 
weapons was planned today fol­ 
lowing a mighty wallop from the 
most powerful atomic blast ever 
touched off in the continental 
United States. 


The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion (AEC) said today’s double 
tests, ’he first atmospheric blasts 
at the Nevada proving grounds in 
nearly four years, would include 
“one to test a weapon” and “an­ 
other to analyse effects of nu­ 
clear explosions.” 


The AEC and the Defense De­ 
partment released only scant in­ 
formation on the two firings 


Both shots were described as 
low yield devices to be triggered 
a few feet above the desert’s 
rocky and sandy floor in which 
Friday's huge underground hy­ 
drogen bomb type explosion tore 
open a giant crater.

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Welsh, Beckert Bolster Parties For November Fight 
Mediator Role Seen 
By Democratic Head 


Back in the seat of Democratic County Chairman 
after an absence of IO years, John T. Welsh finds the 
status of his party “improved” and the job essentially 
the same, but with more complexities. 
Seated in the cool basement of­ 
fice on East Court St. in Doyles­ 
town this week, Welsh, an im­ 
portant figure in Bucks County 
politics for the past 26 years, re-

viewed the changes that

taken place. 
"The job has become 
more 
complex in the past IO years, due 
to the 
great 
increase 
in 
the 
growth of the Democrat party in 
Bucks 
County," 
Welsh 
said. 
"There is much 
more 
activity 
and 
many 
more 
organizations 
than there were IO years ago." 
Role of Diplomat 
Welsh sees himself in the role 
of a diplomat 
these days, he 
says, attempting to mend t h e 
fences that have been tom down 
during strife within the party. 
Characteristic perhaps of t h e 
way the Democrats are working 
together is that a former enemy 
of Welsh's, Milton Berkes, works 
in an adjoining office as cam­ 
paign coordinator for the Mich 
ener, Clark, Dilworth ticket in 
Bucks County. 
Berkes was one of the instiga­ 
tors of an anti-Welsh movement 
in Democratic ranks in the gen­ 
eral election of 1939 which saw 
Welsh defeated for re-election as 
county 
commissioner. 
Berkes, 
however, is seeking larger quar­ 
ters. 
Until the time in 1960 when he 
and Mulligan had a falling out, 


Welsh had always had control of 
the party. 
His prime task now, the 47- 
year-old Democratic leader said, 
is to rebuild the party 
which 
"reached its lowest ebb in last 
year's row office elections." Re­ 
publicans swept the elections by 
a majority of more than 15,000 
votes. 
Welsh attributes his party's de- 
C. Mulligan whom he ousted by 
cline to former chairman John 
179 committee votes to Mulligan’s 
159 on June ll. Mulligan, he said, 
exhibited 
poor 
leadership 
and 
subpar organizational qualities. 
Welsh now portrays the prob­ 
lems within his party as minimal 
as compared to those in the GOP. 
But Republican observers s a y 
that Welsh has a tendency to 
minimize the strife within the 
Democrat party while playing up 
the bitterness in the COP. 
Problem of Leadership 
"Our problem was one of lead 
ership," the Democratic leader 
said. 
"The 
Republicans 
have 
many more problems and a fac 
tionalism that goes much deep­ 
er," he said. 
Unlike his GOP counterpart, 
Paul R. Beckert, Welsh view* the 
county chairmanship as "a full 
time job, 365 days a year and 
night and days when necessary." 
The former commissioner has 
the utmost respect for Beckert, a 
relative 
newcomer 
to 
Bucks 
County politics. When Beckert, 
early last year, was temporarily 
snubbed by 
the 
COP 
county 
committee for renomination as 
district attorney, Welsh tried to 
get the Democrats to endorse 
Beckert. He failed by one com­ 
mittee vote, 17 to 16. 
"A lot of people are sorry they 
didn’t take my suggestion," Welsh 
said. "With Beckert. we would 
have had one foot in the court­ 
house " 
Commenting on the strife with­ 
in the GOP party, Welsh says: 
"Somebody on their side is going 
to give us an opening, and when 
he doest, we are going to let them 
have it." 
Welsh predicts a November vic­ 
tory for his party and sees Bucks 
County as a Democrat county in 
five years. 
“ If the Republicans keep going 
the way they have, it’ll be soon­ 
er than five year!," Welsh said.

GOP Plans To Pay 
Debts, Heal Rift 


The meeting of the Bucks County Republican Com­ 
mittee on June 23 saw the birth of a reluctant chairman 
and the death of the Republican Alliance. 
Paul R. Beckert, the Alliance 
champion who dethroned Fred E. 
Ziegler as chairman, has brought 
a new concept to the job of party 
leader. 
"No (me can be a full time coun­ 
ty chairman," Beckert says. But 
this is not necessarily a draw­ 
back, the new chairman says, be­ 
cause more responsibility will be 
delegated to the members of the 
County committee. 


Wants Assistants 


Beckert also wishes to appoint 
eight assistant county chairmen 
and women, to represent the dif­ 
ferent areas of the county. 
Beckert, who is county district 
attorney, became the standard 
bearer for the insurgent Alliance 
last February when, in Bec kerfs 
words, "it appeared no one else 
would take it." 
Beckert’s opponents, as well as 
some political observers, say that 
he (Beckert) never really wanted 
the job as county chairman, but 
took it under pressure from his 
political supporters. 
When Beckert defeated Ziegler, 
the head of the regular organiza­ 
tion, by a vote of 202 to 135, the 
Alliance merged with the organi­ 
zation. Ziegler now indicates that 
an independent COP group will be 
formed as an opposition party.
